Davis* list of taxab le properties includes 
all those restored to the tax rolls b y the city 
of Lincoln a couple of years ago. The city 
rates high praise for taking the lead in this 
difticult task. 
Now Davis ha.s gone b eyond the city's ac­ 
tion b y proposing additional properties for the 
fax records. In this light, the city will b e jus­ 
tified in again reviewing its rolls for the pos­ 


sib le addition of propertie.s still tax-exempt 
.\t least one county assessor has go n e 
even further than Davis in proposing changes 
in tax exemptions. .Adams County Asses.sor 
Roscoe Storey has recommended taxation of 
a Hastings hospital and a Masonic lodge. 
These cla.sses of property are still given tax 
relief b y Davis. 
In the end. conformity of tax exemptions 
will b e assured across the state. Final deter­ 
mination rests with the state tax commis­ 
sioner and the courts. The action of any 
county in withdrawing a tax e.xempt position 
will lead to a full review of the status of all 
such property over the state. 


This is as It should b e. The final result 
will b e a standard declaration of tax status 
handed down b y the ultimate authorities in 
the m atter.

Two Emb a ttled Ca mp s 


Washington — The split of the 
w o r l d 
Communist movement into two envenomed 
and em b attled camps is now an accomplished 
fact. .Alter the Chinese Communist govern­ 
m ent’s last astonishing attack on Nikita Khru­ 
shchev and the other Soviet 
leaders, the following conse­ 
quences can b e rather con­ 
fidently predicted. 
First, splits will certain­ 
ly occur, and two competing 
parties will emerge, b oth, of 
course, claiming 
the 
name 
“ Communist,” in most coun­ 
tries of the world. This de­ 
velopment, with all its inevi­ 
tab ly crippling consequences 
is b oth invited and applaud- 
.AIsop 
ed in the vicious Chinese statem ent. 
Just as the statem ent was issued, the pro- 
Chinese faction seized control of the Commu­ 
nist party in West Bengal. Similar develop­ 
ments are predicted in the “ Italian, U.S. and 
other communist parties.” It is now clear 
that the desire to minimize such develop­ 
ments in Latin .America was the prime mo­ 
tive of Khrushchev's recent invitation to Fidel 
Castro. Castro swore loyalty to .Moscow — aft­ 
er .Moscow had paid through the nose. 
Second, the split may not b e formalized 
b y the estab lishment of a Fourth Interna­ 
tional. But it is highly likely that the Chines#

leaders will eventually convene their own 
World Communist Congress, to read the So­ 
viet leaders out of the party.

Mao Tse-tung will have the means to do 
this, as soon as enough splits have occurred 
to provide European, .American and African 
companions for the Asian Communists whom 
he already controls. Mao has n o w charac­ 
terized Khrushchev and Co. as worse b y far 
than the worst heretics whom .Marx, Engels 
and Lenin read out of the party in the direst 
controversies of the past. Hence, he can hard­ 
ly refrain from pronouncing the ultimate ana­ 
thema.

Third, the Moscow leaders, at a mini­ 
mum, are likely to b e driven to b reak off 
state relations and to denounce their mutual 
defense treaty with Peking. In addition, the 
Soviet leaders and the other party leaders 
supporting Moscow are also likely to pro­ 
nounce the ultimate anathem a on Mao Tse- 
tung and his colleagues. 
Although, the quarrel b etween Peking and 
Moscow has moved into a new phase. What 
makes the phase new is Peking’s treatm ent of 
the sacred 
theme of party unity. 
The Chi­ 
nese Communists have 
now proclaimed that 
they have a sacred duty to forget ab out par­ 
ty unity and to safeguard party purity b y 


i\ 


splitting the world Communist movement Into 
two viciously hostile competing movements. 
In doing so, of course, they accuse the So­ 
viets of b eing the real advocates of “ split- 
ism .”

The dram a and significance of the new 
phase are without recent precedent. The strug­ 
gle b etween the Communist and free halvea 
of the world has b een h a r s h and b Uter 
enough. But as history also shows, this kind 
of struggle is a mere pink tea party com­ 
pared to the kind of holy war b etween 
Com­ 
munist factions that the Chinese have now 
called for.

Nor is this quite the end of the 
story. 
In Septemb er, Moscow threatened Peking with 
a “ resolute reb uff.” The new Chinese state­ 
ment now ob serves sarcastically, “We have 
b een eagerly waiting to see what this ‘most 
resolute reb uff” would b e.” 
Just conceivab ly, the answer to this ques­ 
tion may lie in the Soviet troop movements 
toward China’s b orders. These are known to 
include movements o( certain crack fighting 
outfits very unlikely to b e assigned to passive 
b order defense. The experts still think this 
answer is not prob ab le, b ut they have strik­ 
ingly ceased to rule it out altogether.

Perhaps becau se most cigar smokers do 
not inhale, cigar smoking was not giv en a 
bu m rap by the smoking ex perts.
